The coils are tightening around Martin
Burke, vow in juil at Winnipeg for alleged
complicity in the Oronin h'l"ﬂi_\'. The
suthorities assert that his connection with
the crime will be whown beyond the shadow
of doubt. One ol his ¢companions was ar-
rested iast evening, und the police have &
clew to the other suspect, Cooney. A new
witness has vclonteered important testi-
mony.

CHICAGO, June 22.—A new arrest was
made this afternoon in the Cronin case.
The | risoner is Michuel Walsh, s plumber,
who bas been working at Joliet. He knew
Martin Burke, the Winnipez suspeet, in
Chicagoe. Burke, it is reported, turaed up
in Joliet the day alter the Cronin tragedy,
and remaived with Walsh practically penni-
less, nutil June 9 when 1t i thought a
movey order came to the Winnipeg man
from Chieago. The nature! inlerence would
be that Wulsh’s nrrest was due to a desire
on the part of the police to elicit anything
of value he may know regarding Martin
Buorke.

The statement is made that the police
heve recovered the lost clue to the move-
ment. of Patrick Cooner. Cooney jis the
man who is supposed to be the man who
passed under the mame of J. B. Simonds,
and bought the furniture which was put
inte the flat opposite Dr. Cronin’s office,
and which was subseguently taken to the
Carlson cottage in which Dr. Crooin was
murdered,

CHASING COONETY.

1t is given out that the police expeet to
capture Cooney, posssbly within & few
bours. From the day Burke’s name was
mentioned in the case Licutenant Elliott
has been working industriously on Burke's
reenrd,

Brouks, who is a
smsll man sbout 25 vears old, is intelligent
lovking and a good talker.

OUT WITH EIS GIRL.

The story is to the effect that the micht of
May 4 he was driving in Lakeview with his
sweetheart, nnd that happeniog along Ash-
land avenue he suw three wen loading the
wunk into the wagon at the Carlson cottage,
and that sbows hall sn bour later he saw
the sume men damping the contents of the
trunk into the cstch basio, in which the
body of I)r. Cronin was found. He also
say: that he saw them vyesterdav, and he
will be uble to identify them; nud thut his
companion nlso suw them, and that she, ton,
will ve able to identily thew.

Brooks' explanation of his failore to tell
hie story before, is that he was airaid of
Joxing his life, as he believad the mwen cone
eerned in the murder were so desperate they
would kill anyone who they thought might
turn up a= 3 withess against thew. He eaid
the knowledge he possessed had so weighed
on his miud that he conld not keep it to
bimseli any longer, and believing it wusa
duty he owed himsell and the community,
he had st lust decided to tell all he had seon,
He first stipulsted that he be given pro-
tection. This was promised him.,

CLOSING IN ON BURKE

Brooks told his story to Chiel Hubbard,
with whom he was closrted for over two
hours lute last night, He described the
three men whom he saw, uud his description
© oneissaid to fit Burke, the Winnipeg
prisoper.

A special divpateh from Winnipez says:
“There Is no doubt in my mind," said
Chiet MeRee, “that Burke was used as &
tool by the eang which planned the Cronin
murder, and that he is really the one who
committed the foul deed. I don”t think
from what I huve been able to judge of him
that he would be likelr to have concocted
the conspiricy or have committed the act
on his own behalf, Heis an ignorent man
and doubtless sn Irish enthusiast, who
fancied that in committing such o deed he
was aidins in righting the wrongs of
Irelnna,™

“Did you eaution Burke when yom ar
rested him that anvthing be said would be
used agaios him in evidence?"”

TERY BADLY SCARED,

“I did," said the Chiet, “but the prisoner
wias =0 thoroughly seared that I verily be-
lieve that if 1 had chosen to pump him I
counld have got & complete conlession.”

“I snppose he did tell you sonmethiog fm-

riant,”” was sugrested.

“I don"t wish to answer that question,”
gnid the Chief. *‘T will doubtless be called
upon to give my evidence in Court.”

He next invested in
u huwe batelier’s knife, which he sharpen-
ad like & ruzor, and in the handle of which
he made notches 1o afford & firm grip.

The sorrowing father bad vow become a
dangerous madman, but there was no one to
wart Letine. Fridey morning Corrah sud-
denly le t the pleasant Kentish village and
came to London, At1l o'clock the sume
night Letine drove up to the Canterbury
Music Hall, Lumbeth, in a broaghum, with
his wie, to give his customary performance,
which was one of the lust on the programme,
He had done turns at several other halls the
same evening, and only an overcoat coversd
his stage costume,

THE CRAZED FATHER'S REVENGE.

Currab hud been waiting hours for his
victim in the shadow of the stuge door. As
Letine stepped {rom the brongham he threw
his goat open, the night being very warm.
Currah stepping forward, said quietly, ¥I

Cur-
rah put the revolver right in his mouth be-
fore pulling the trigger, but the ballet sim-
ply lodged in the rool of his mouth, and
the present indieations are that be wili live.

The idea occurred to him that he would like
to taste a fish just out of the water, so his
guide cleaned it, and they were sbout to
row to shore to cook it when the guide
piiked up the entrails, preparing to throw
them overhoard. To his surprse he dis-
covered the very ring which Geoeral Graut
had lost two weeks hefore,”

To verify the story a reporler called on
Mr. Dillon. Thisgentleman not only said the
etory was trne, but he also exhibited the
ring in question.

Baid he: “I believe it was either 'T4 or
'75 that the affair occurred. I rarely eat
fish, but that particular pickerel looked so
tempting that I was seized with a strong
desire to eat it. Under ordin.rv clreum-
stunces I should have given the fish away.
I tuld the story of my find on my arrival at
the Fuller House, und then lewrned that
General Grant had lost the ring. I wrote
to hiznson Colonel Fred Grant, sud ex-
pluined how the rlnﬁ came ium':ly posses-
sion. I actually believe that Fred thought
I was telling a fish s*ory, or he wounld nt
have told me to keep the ring.”

General Simon Cameron Calmly Sinke
ing Into His Last Sleep,

USABLE 70 SPEAK OR EAT,

He Yet Manages to Make Known Ilis Wants
to Ilis Anxious Relatives.

HE MAY DIE BEFORE MORNING

According to His Physiciass, or Suffer for Two or Three
Days Longer.

General Simon Cameron is still alive
His faithful family physician says he may
live for two or three days yet, but his rela-
tives look for the end at any moment. His
dnughters, his son-in-law and his grand:
children are anxious watchers at his bed-
side. He is unable to speak, but still con-
scious,

ISPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOIL]

MouxT Joy, PaA., June 22.—General
Cameron is sinking steadily. Dr., Durnoit,
his Harrisburg physician, says that he can
hardly live over night His old family
phvsician, Dr. Bachman, of Maytown, two
miles from Donegal Springs, the General’s
old comntry pluce where he now lives, is
also with him, Dr. Bachman, who has at-
tended him faithfully these many yesrs,
says that the old statesman may die at any
time, and yet may cling on to life for two or
three days yet. The members of the Gen-
eral’s household look for his desth momen-
tarily, and evep the most hope'ul scarcely
dares think of his outlasting Monday.

‘With the exception of & IFew spoonfuls of
milk he has taken no nourishment since his
right arm and side were stricken with par-
alysis on Thursdsy. This is regarded as an
owinous sign, and in the opinion of his
physician, the circumstances slone would
place she life of one as aged as he in ex-
tremie jeopardy. Unless there is a change
in this respect the end will be hastened rap-
idly.

WEAK, BUT STILL CONSCIOUS,

The little milk that he took did not sp-
parently show any sign ol disagreeing with
him; yet when more was offered him he
pushed it away with ammovement of his left
hand. A spoonful of brandy was tendered
him, but he motioned that he did not wish
thut either.

To-duy be indicated that he desired water.
Some was placed to his lips in a glass. He
was too weak, however, to take it in that wav.
A little wns offered him in & spoon, but he
would not bave it then—why, no one can
say, but some of those about him thought
Iperhapu the sircumstance showed so stronz-

v that his heart was tonched, and he ecould
not lor depth of feeling bring himselr to
tuke it. BSince that timelhe has not ex-
pressed a desire for anything, and when
anything has been offerea him he has sim-
ply moved his leit hand or shaken his head
to signify that he would not have it.

SURROUNDED BY ANXIOUS RELATIVES.

His son-in-law, ex-Attorney General
Wavne MueVesgh, who was summoned here
upon the first sppearance of paralysis, and
was eonstantly in or pear the sick chamber,
went to Philadelphia lnst nicht to dispore
of some inl:rorhnt and pressing law matters
to-duy. e retorned this evening, and
will remain until the end. Mry, Hae*ﬂgh
and Mrs. Haldeman, the General’s daugh-
ters, are with him constantly in the
day and evening, sometimes reliev-
ing each other in the watch at the bedside,
but neither going further away than ad-
joining rooms. Simon B. Cameron, the
General’s grandson, who lives fwn miles
away on & farm presented to him by the old
statesman on the occasion of his marriage
with Dr. Bachman's daughter watches
throngh the night.

Another grandson, James Cameron, and &
granddaughter, Mrs. Watts, and Simon B.
Cameron's wife are also at the old house at
Donegal 8prings, ministering as far an they
are able, to the wants of the tient. But
their ministrations natter all are little
needed. They sre rather obliged to wait in
silent patience for the ochange to come,
either for the better or the worse.

CALMLY AWAITING THE END.

Mr. Cameron is wonderfully ealm, and
althvugh he neither eats nor drinks he
sleeps quite well, generally in little naps,
and is not especinlly restless in the day time
or at night. When he wukes he appears re-
freshed and those who attend him say he is
alwaye quietly cheerful. He has not at lll;
time, they say, been unconseicus, Thoug)
he eannot speak he ean hear and see well
ond he knows what is going on around
abont him.

He oiten told his close frieuds that from
the human point of view he had two or
three clearly defined wishes respecting his
own death. He was pleased with this earth,
and was desirous of remaining here as long
as might be while in reasonsble health.

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JEWELS TRAT ARE GLASS.
How Imitation Penrin Are Manafactured—

The Art of Making True Gems.
Harper's Magagine, 1 '

Most of the world’'s beads are Venetian.
In the Island of Muranoa thousand work-
men are devoted to this branch. The first
process is to draw the glass into tubes of the

purpose the glasshouse at Marano has a
kind of ropewalk gallery 150 feet long. - By
gsthering various colors from the different
pots aud twisting them into one mass many
combinations of color are made, The tubes
are carefully sorted by dinmeters, and chip-
ped into fragments of uniiorm size, These

are stirred in a mixture of sand
and ashes, which fills the holes, and pre-
veuts the sides from closing together when
they ure hestel. They are next placed ina
kind of frying pan, and constantly stirred
into a globular iorm. When cool they are
shaken in one sst of sieves until the ashes
are. &:nlnd, and in anotherseries of sieves
usnlil they are an“{ sorted by sizes.
Then they are threaded by children, tied in
bundles and exported to the ends of the

France has long produced the “pearl
beads" which in the finer forms are elose
imitations o1 pearls. They are said to hiave
been invented by M, Jaqun, in 1658. The
common variety threaded for ornsment is
blown from glass tubes. An expert work-
man can blow five or six thousand globules
in a day. They are lined with powdered
fish seales and filled with wux. It takes
16,000 fish to muke s pound of the sealy
essence ol pearl. Unﬁrumnsly the heirs
of Jaquin still carried on a large factory of
these mock pearls, The best ol .them are
blown irregular to counterfeit nature, some
in ‘nlr shipe, others like olives, and they
easily pass tor genuine.

Imitation gems formerly emploved the
chief attention of the highest artificers in
glass, They are still the chief idea of orna-
mental glass in China. In the uneient and
middle ages they circulated everywhere
without muoch danger of discovery, nnd
their formulas were held as precions secrets,
Blanenurt first published their composition
in 1606, Now they sre common property;
and with the growth of science in the past
century an expert koowledge has become
widely disseminated which eusily detects
the paste from the real jewel, particularly
as the modern talse slones are less successin
eopies than the old glassmakers produced.
More study is now given to artificiul gems,
which are true gems, being eomposed of the
same materials as the geauioe ones, bus
manufactored,

POSSIBILITIES IN GLASS,

How We May Live in Transparent Houses
‘und Cook by the Sun's Heat.

Legend tells of the lost invention of “mal-
lenble glass."” Tiberius is said to have dis-
couraged a genfus who foand the secret by
beheading him, fearing the innovation
wonld reduce the value of gold. Itis also
recorded, says a writer in Harper's Maga-
zine, that Cardinal Richelieu was presented
with a bust of malleable glass by a chemist,
who purposely let it full into fragments, and
mended it belore his eyes with a hamwer,
The inventor wes promptly rewarded by

perpetual imprisonment, lest his ino-
gennity should ruin the ‘‘vested
interests of French manufacturers.
But if glass may not ape the metals in

ndlutﬁlit_v, it may imiwate them in an-
other respect just as important, A more
fortunate Frenchman (M. de Is Bastie) has
within a few years introduced into Europea
transmuted glass which, he cluimsz, may
displace cast iron. If it fulfills hisexpecta-
tions it will mark a new era in glass, and
the old adage *as brittle as gluss’ will be
succeeded by a new one, ‘‘as tough as gluss,”
By his process railway sleepers, fence posts,
drain pipes, tanks, ete., are cast in molda,
and so toughened by a bath in oils as to be
stronger than iron, though much lighter,
and eosting one-third as much., Buot it is
questioned whether his results reach what is
cluimed for tho process.

These undeveloped toughening processes
augur astounding changes in the ruture of
glass  “Glass houses” may become the
fashion, and we wounld have to reverse our
proverb about them, for they would be bomb
proof. Already transparent gluss bricks are
wade, Extending the possibilities of glass
a listle vursher, why may we not build the
entire structure of glass? The walls might
be cemented blocks cast like hewn stone,
but translucent, and of any color. One
could thus inhabit a huge pile of amber or
of %iFII:ILiQ gems. The windows could be
multiiorm, some of them teleseopie, bring-
ing distant things near, some with lenses or
mirrors guiding the focussed sun’s heat for
culinary and comforfable pu others
stra ning out the light or chemic rays.
Tapestries, furniture and atensils might be
made of the univerral material. The whole
would be more endurable than granite. No
fire could harm it; lightning would shun it
Such & dream, blossoming from this miracu-
lous substance, may be realized by an Alad-
din whose lamp is of glass.
